Largest Search in Menlo Park History 


Is Conducted fo Find 


A 6-year-old boy, who with three 
other youths was playing on the 
sheer kank of the San Francisquito 
creek Friday, fell into the raging, 
muddy water and disappeared to set 
off the largest scale ‘search in the 
history of Menlo Park. 

Today the search continues on a 
smaller seale, but the turbulent wa- 
ters still refuse to give up the bcdy 
to tired searchers. About 12 police- 
men and firemen will continue to 
wade the creek and investigate all 
possible places where the boy’s body 
could have snagged. 

“The firemen are working west of 
the highway bridge, particularly in 
the area around the end of San Ma- 
teo drive and University avenue. 
Mcondey the police waded the creek 
from the El Camino Real to Euclid 
avenue in East Palo Alto. Yesterday 
they continued from that point 
downstream until the water became 
too deep for wading. The officers 
will work in that area again today. 

Sheriff Earl Whitmore has called 
off his department’s work in the 
search, but may have several men 
patrol the banks. 

The missing boy, Clark H. Sphar, 
Jr., scn of Mr. and Mrs. Clark H. 
Sphar, 375 Santa Rita avenue, had 
been playing with his younger bro- 
ther, Michael, 472, Jimmy Knapp, 
also 6, son of Mr. and Mrs. J. G.

Py 4:45 p, m. telephone linesmen, 
sheriff deputies and firemen had 
succeeded in securing a length of 
chicken wire across the creek at the 
El Camino Real bridge. However, 
the rampaging creek, fed with a day 
and night of rain before the acci- 
dent and the release of overflow 
waters from Searsville Lake dam, 
was rushing toward the bay at an 
estimated speed of more than 20 
miles an hour. 

It is believed the body, if it had 
stayed near the surface, would have 
reached the bay in less than a half 
hour. 

Within an hour after the Sphar 
boy disappeared all reserve police 
officers and firemen had been call- 
ed to duty; all available San Ma- 
teo county sheriff's deputies were 
on the scene; the sea scouts had 
begun a patrol of the tide-swollen 
waters near the yacht harbor and_ 
two row beats, which were to be 
used for the tedious process of 
dragging the creek with grappling 
hooks; had arrived. Dozens of vol- 
unteers also had pitched in to 
help. 

Hundreds of curious spectators 
immediately began crowding the 
banks around the numerous search- 
ing points and traffic at the creek 
and E] Camino Real was slowed to 
a crawl. 

Under the direction of Fire Chief 
Thomas Cuff and Deputy Fire 
Chief George Carter, one row boat 
was lowered into the swift current 
atove the point of the accident just 
before dark, and secured by ropes 
held by firemen cn both banks. 
DANGEROUS 

Fire Marshall Edwin Wickstrom 
and Fireman Clarence Courtier 
climbed into the dangerously pitch- 
ing beat and remained there far in- 
to the night, dragging the area 
within a few hundred yards down- 
stream from the place where the 
boy was last seen. . |

Holding te the cenviction that the 
bey’s body may have snagged near 
the scene of the accident, Chief Pot- 
ter still was searching the general 
area late the following afternoon. 
Like many of the searchers, he had 
not had sleep in 36 hours. 

After dark, floodlights, powered 
by gascline engines, were brought 


into play at many points along the 
water way. By this time, hundreds 
of men and many pieces of equip- 
ment were participating in the fruit- 
less search. =

search -was shifted downstream 
from the railrcad bridge as a result 
of a rumor that a man had spotted 
a sleeved arm in the swirling wa- 
ters, which became shallow as they 
cross a wier at that point. 

Nothing develeped, however, and 
the main activity shifted again to 
the end of ‘San Matéo drive. Earlier, 
a-net had been anchored at Uni- 
versity avenue and floodlights il- 
luminated the San Mateo drive’ ar- 
ea.

facility’s “Gallon club.” 

Nerney who has.lived with his 
wife and two daughters in the 
Belle Haven area for the past six 
years, said this week that he be- 
came well aware of the general 


need for blood doro:s prior to 
Worid War II, when his wife’s life 
was saved by transfusions follow- 
ing an operation. 

Nerney later gave two transfus- 
ions himself, prior to the -war.

Narcotics Themselves ‘Not Major Problem’ 


—But They Lead fo Crime, DA Declares 


“The narcotics problem is not a 
serious one in San Mateo County,” | 
Louis Dematteis, county district at- 
torney, told members of the Rav- | 
enswood Teachers association at a 
recent meeting, “but nevertheless it 
is a problem which needs to be re- 
cognized and combatted by all cit- 
izens.” 

Dematteis made his remarks at 
the regular monthly meeting of the 
association, held at Ravenswood 
school. | 

“The most unfortunate aspect of 
narcotics addiction is that where 
there is addiction there is crime,” 
the district ‘attorney continued. 
“Crime inevitably follows the use 
of narcotics because the addict is 
forced to spend exorbitant amounts 
+o obtain dope, once the habit has | 
been established; of course, normal 
salaries are not sufficient to sup-| 
port addiction, and the turning to} 
crime, particularly thievery, is in- 
evitable. 

“Marijuana is the chief narcotic 
being peddied and used in San Ma- 
teo county. This is probably due to 
the fact that the marijuana plant 
may be grown in this vicinity. or 
may easily be. shipped from points 
near the Mexican border.

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Pruning Is Fun, and It's Necessary 
To Health of Your Shrubs and Trees | 


There is nothing mysterious or 
difficult about pruning. It’s a lot of 
fun and it is most essential for the 
well-being of your shrubs and trees. 


The early pruning of a young tree 
is as important to its growth as the 
discipline you give your children. 
Left free and untended, all kinds of 
bad habits take over. Then, when 
you finally do discipline, the shock 
can be too great. 

The guiding principle is to al- 
low the plant to assume its natur- 
al characteristics, and merely thin 
out weak, imperfect and interfcr- 
ing branches. 

Pruning is an invigorating proc- 
ess, as is discipline to children, and 
by removing a bad part. you better 
the whole. 

In effect, you help the plant sclve 
its struggle for existence and turn 
its strength towards growth. ‘The 
knots in wood are a recerd of nat- 
ural pruning, the knot holes, of de- 
cay.

There is one very important rule 
about pruning: Make the cut just 
above a bud or lateral branch. 
Make the cut crosswise, and use a 
very sharp shears. 

The wood by a bud is growing 
most rapidly, and it will heal over 
quickly. 

If you make a cut of an inch or 
more above the bud, the stub wiil 
die back to the bud, leaving an open 
wound that invites decay and dis- 
ease. 

Wood heals best in the spring 
when the sap is rising and new 
growth is being made. The growing 
tissue between the bark and wood 
rolls over the weocd, finally joins in 
the center and ccvers the old wood. 

When the cut is large, an inch or 
more, the wood needs to ke protect- 
ed for the long time it takes to heal. 
A dressing made of raw linseed oil 
and white lead is the very best pro- 
tective paint. 

Fruit trees should be pruned 
now. I believe in light pruning for 
most trees, where crossed branch- 
es, diseased wood, and water 
sprouts are all that need to ke re- 
moved, 

Apricots and peaches are excep- 
tions, for they bear fruit on 1-year 
old woed and spurs that usually die 
in 3 years. You want to prune heavi- 
lv to keep new wood ccming all the 
time, so cut all the new shoots back 
half way, and any weak, willowy 
branches back severely. 

Apples, pears and almonds carry 
fruit on old spurs, which can live 
so you merely have 
for light, and encourage a little 
new growth. 

Trees that have been neglected 
for a leng time may need a lot of 
pruning. It is best to extend this 
over several years, or you will 
shock your tree into such heavy 
vegetative growth that it will not 
bear fruit, or so upset the balance 
between roots and top that it will 
die. 

Summer blooming ornamentals 
like hydrangea, hibiscus, ceanothus, 
clematis and pasmine bloom on the 
new shoots that come in the spring, 
so it is best to prune them when 
they are dormant. to force new 
shoots. 

The spring flowering shrubs, like 
weigela, viburnum, daphne and flow- 
ering almond set their flowers in 
the summer, so it is best to prune 
them right after they bloom. 


Ornamentals like roses, abelia, 
cotoneaster and escollonia that put 
up new canes each year, should 
have a few old canes removed each 
year to keep the new ones coming. 

Before you start to prune, be an. 
artist and take a very good look at 
your subject. 

You can tell a fat fruit bud from 
the smaller, pointed leaf bud. Cut 
by a bud that points out if you want

Here’s How to Judge 
Good Bed Linens 


Though you may not read labels 
on very many things you buy, 
you should do it as an absolute 


necessity in buying bed linens. 


|| They give you real information as 


to what kind of material is used 
as well as a clue to.iis wearing 
qualities, 

Percale is used in fine quality 
sheets. It has a smooth feeling, 


it’s firm but not, bulky. Woven of ! 


fine yarn, it has a high thread 
count. Usually percale sheeting 
comes in two types: 
carded or combed yarns with a 
thread count of 180, which means 
the number of threads per square 
inch. Fine percale is mace of 
combed yarns with a count of 200 
qr more. 


Muslin is used for utility sheet- 
ing. It is woven of heavy, carded 
yarn with a thread count of 140, 
123 or 112. Lengthwise (warp) 
threads should equal the crosswise 
(woof) threads in number, quality 
and size of yarn for best. wearing 
quality as this means the material 
is well balanced. 


. Always check for a label telling 
torn. size. This means that the 
material used for the sheet was 
torn from the length of the cloth 
before hemming. When torn is 
given on the label, it means the 
sheet will have straight hems. If 
cloth is cut, the hem will prob- 
ably not be straight after launder- 
ing.

Check the hems on sheets, just 
as you do on towels. These should 
follow the direction of a single 
silling thread at the fold or at the’ 


line of stitching. 7 


Stitching should be neat and’ FI 
even, about 14 stitches to the 
inch. Ends of hems_ should 
fastened securely and _ selvages: — 
must be firm, neat and strong. 
Best selvages are used on best, 
sheets, and these have extra yarn 
to give extra strength. 


Pure finish on a sheet means a 
minimum of sizing, a special kind 
of starch that’s added to the warp 
yarns in all sheets to protect the 
thread while it’s being loomed. If 
too much sizing is used, the result 
is a sleazy sheet that shows up 
when laundered, 


When you see a “‘no weighting” 
label or such information abou 
a sheet, it means that no heavy 
materials such as china clay have 
been used in the sizing. 


Tensile strength on a sheet is 
the measurement of the pull. of 
the fabric which it will take be- 
fore breaking. A type 180 sheet 
may -have a tensile strength of 60 
or 70, for example, while a 112 
type will have a strength of 45. 


Tensile strength, then, is the 
index of the wearing qualities of 
sheets or pillowcases. 


Remember that the torn size 1s 
the size before hemming. To get 
the correct size for the bed, de- 
duct 5 inches for making the hem, 
and another 5 inches for shrink- 
age. Allow at least 6 inches for 
tucking in at the sides, for both 
width and length. 


Give Consideration 
To Pillow Covers | 


Pillow cases are made of the 
same material as ~heets, so the- 
same considerations and stancards 
apply to selecting them, as do for 
the sheets. For comfort and ap- rs, 
pearance have a case that fits the 
pillow nicely, but one which is not 
too roomy, or the pillew will sli- 
continually. 

Cases will wear much better if 
you get them six to ten inches 
longer than the pillcw and two to 
three inches wider.
